COFFEE — Stamp No. 2 3 (1 lb.) good from April 2«6 
through May 30. 

SUGAR — Coupon No. 12 good for 5 lbs. Must last through 
May 31. 

FUEL OIL — Period 5 coupons valid in all zones. 

SHOES — No. 17 stamp in War Ration Book. One goad 
for one pair through June 15.

Rotary Hears Friends 
Service Member 
from Honolulu 

The problem of the American 
Japanese in the Hawaiian Islands 
was discussed Tuesday by William 
Morris Maier speaking- at the 
weekly luncheon of theBala-Cyn> 
wyd-NaJ-berth llotary Club. 

Mr. Maier. a member of the 
Haver-ford Friends Meeting, serves 
•with the American Friends Service 
Committee at Honolulu and will 
return there shortly. 

Although 3 7 percent of the Ha- 
waiian population is either Japan- 
ese or of Japanese ancestry, said 
Mr. Maier. it was stated recently by 
J. Kdgar Hoover that there has 
been no sabotage by these Ameri- 
can Japanese in the islands. After 
I "earl Harbor, of course, the speak- 
er related, all Japanese were de- 
tained, including language teach- 
ers. Buddhist and Shinto priests. 

Mr. Maier- expressed the belief 
that the relocation of Japs on our 
own West Coast has not been as 
well handled as in the Hawaiian 
territory and that those on the 
Islands arc accordingly more co- 
operative. He said this was Indi- 
cated by the fact that when the 
Army asked for volunteer's in 
Hawaii, more than 3000 Japs re- 
sponded, while the response to a 
similar call here was very small.

Meeting of Club

At a meeting of the Optimist 
Club of Haverford and Dower 
Merlon Townships, held Tuesday at 
Chateau Colotte, Herbert Shearer, 
Uanerch florist , spoke on Victory 
Gardens. 

LaBt year Mr. Shearer was ap- 
pointed by the Haverford Township 
Council of Defense as chairman of 
the Victory Garden Committee and 
has pioneered in this work. 
" Last year, in addition to the 226 
old gardens, there were approxi- 
mately 236. new gardens planted. 
When Mr. Shearer made a detailed 
report on the Haverford Township 
Victory Gardens to the state he re- 
ceived a letter from Mrs. Eliason, 
stating that his was the most com- 
prehensive report of all those re- 
ceived. 

So far this year, there arc over 
3600 gardens started, which means 
that a lot of sod from lawns and 
week grass from the fields has been 
turned over, it should not be dis- 
carded but be put in piles and al- 
lowed to stand until fall, when it 
can be put back on the ground for 
fertilizer. 

A lot of work is necessary. Mr. 
Shearer points out, to make suc- 
cessful Victory Gardens, and there 
are a certain amount of pests to 
be dealt with. The most common 
are the cut worms, white grub and 
Japanese Beetle grub. A small 
amount of arsenic of lead or lime 
should be spread over the ground 
after it has been turned over to kill 
this grub. To combat the cutworm, 
especially on tomato plants, a small 
paper collar should be placed 
around the plant, not too tightly. 
This will not choke the plant be- 
cause as the plant grows the paper 
will disintegrate and the plant will 
be strong enough. 

Another annoying pest is the 
Mexican bean beetle which will be 
found on the underside of the leaf. 
When sprinkling an insectide, a 
porous bag is best, advised the 
speaker and early morning when 
the leaves are still wet is the best 
time to do It. , 

As most gardens are small, the 
gardener should try to raise four 
crops. Carrots and radishes, when 
planted together will save space, as 
the radishes grow much faster and 
will have been picked In time to 
give room to the carrots. In addi- 
tion to these vegetables, beans, peas 
and lettuce are good small garden 
vegetables. Potatoes take up much 
space and should not be considered, 
he believes. , 

Of course, rabbits and pigeons 
are discouraging to gardeners and 
Mr. Shearer suggests that tf a few 
of the vegetables they like are 
planted around the border, it tends 
to keep them away from the others. 
On the question of watering, Mr. 
Shearer says that just as the farm- 
er depends on rain, so should the 
victory gardener cultivate and keep 
the soil loose around the plants, in 
stead of using too much water, as 
this giveB them a better chance to 
work.

But the greatest contribution 
camps will make in this restless 
wartime period Is lo the emotional 
health and happiness of children 
and young people. This will be done 
largely, of course, through the reg- 
ular camp program based on plenty 
of sunshine, good food, relaxation, 
hiking and learning the skills and 
crafts which tie one to out-of-dooi 
pleasures for a lifetime. 

But ln addition there will be em- 
phasis on developing the self-reli- 
ance children need in greater meas- 
ure during a war period, when 
often both parents are engaged in 
work outside the home. .For older 
boys and girls there will be empha- 
sis on work experience — helpuig 
harvest nearby crops, assisting 
counselors with younger children, 
learning to be the kind of co-opera- 
tive citizen we will need In greal 
numbers if the democracies are to 
withstand, after we have beaten 
their armies, the regimented minds 
cultivated by the millions .in Fas- 
cist countries.
